Claims 28-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With regard to claim 28, in line 9 the phrase "the treadmill" lacks positive antecedent basis 
and should read -the treadmill means-. In lines 26-27 the phrase "the rotational motor means- 
lacks positive antecedent basis.
